East Jordan School Board 
briefs - July 18 meeting 


M@ Superintendent of Schools Chip 
Hansen announced the facility review 
committee has been finalized, and the 
first meeting will be Wed., July 27, at 7 
p.m. in the elementary school media 
center.

Bi The school board awarded a bid for 


re-roofing various sections of the high 
school and elementary school to 
Bloxsom Roofing of Traverse City. The 
$57,240 contract will provide for re- 
roofing of the kindergarten wing and 
elementary gym, as well as the high 
school band room and half of the audi- 
torium roof, 

“In terms of quality,” said Hansen, 
“our roofs are in great shape.” He said 
within two years, every section of both 
buildings will have a roof less than five 
years old.

@ The board authorized Hansen, along 
with office administrator Donna James 
and business administrator Ruby 
Dipzinski, to approve abidup to $35,000 
for installation of a second Business 
Services Technology lab at the high 
school.

EJ Schools choosing path to the future

Strategic planning, a method of af- 
fecting change through team work and 
resolution, rather than reaction, was the 
focus of the July 18 meeting of the East 
Jordan School Board. 

Superintendent Chip Hansen ex- 
plained that although schools have had 
to make many changes in the past five 
years, the changes of the future will be 
“the biggest ever.”

Of the many facilitators Jason and 
board member Laune Hurwitz-McNeil 
interviewed, they found Franco best fit 
the needs of East Jordan.

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ordan Valley Express: Dedicated to dancers

“T really wanted a place where fami- 
lics could be comfortable,” said Fran 
Themm, who owns the massive new 
Jordan Valley Express. “Theycancome 
early and stay all evening.” 

The fnendly entrepreneur, along with 
his wife Tina Malpass, has invested in 
this philosophy to produce the Express, 
over 28,000 square feet of entenain- 
ment center and dance hall on M-66 in 
East Jordan. The vaulted steel building 
houses a 10,000 square foot open dance 
floor, one of the largest in the country. 

“Dancers everywhere complain about 
the size of the dance floors,” said 
Malpass. “Couples and line dancers 
have to compete for space.” 

Themm, as a long time bass-player 
and member of country music bands, 
has seen the inside of many nightclubs. 
One of his many observations over the 
years was that bar owners typically do 
not want to sacrifice drinking space for 
dance space. He found this especially 
true for line dancers, who are there to 
dance all evening and reluctant to lose 
energy through alcohol consumption. 

So Themm and Malpass planned a 
place specifically to attract the serious 
line dancers, as well as those who enjoy 
couple dancing, dancing to live music, 
and those who just enjoy watching. 

And that’s not all the Express offers. 
There are big name and up-and-coming 
country music acts. Already this sum- 
mer, the Express hosted Becky Hobbs, 
IDaerell and Don Ellis, Hank Law and 
Thunder Rose, with Gary Allen, John 
Conlee and Tom T. Hall still to come. 


Not just country 


Themm and Malpass aren’t limiting 
themselves to country, either. Special 
Sunday shows are planned with jazz, 
blues, gospel and big band musical of- 
ferings. They will also book car and 
boat shows, as well as receptions and 
even conventions in conjunction with 
Boyne Resorts. 


“There’s room for everyone,” said 


Malpass. 

The couple went a step further than 
most night spots by making the Express 
a non-smoking environment. Themm 
believes it will be required eventually 
anyway and adds to the family atmo- 
sphere. (A smoker himself, he steps 
outside when he needs to light up.) 

Malpass noted that all the bands have 
commented on the fresh air. 

“Everyone without exception said 
how nice it is to sing in a place with no 
smoke.” 

Parents don’t have to worry about 
their children being exposed to the ex- 
treme behavior that often accompanies 
excess drinking, either. The Express 
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serves no alcoholic beverages other than 
wine coolers. 

Themm said he felt the money in- 
volved in obtaining a license, bringing 
in a bar and supplies, insurance and 
damage costs were not worth it for the 
type of people that couldn’t spend an 
evening without a drink. And without 
the alcohol, “The bathrooms stay a lot 
cleaner, too,” he laughed. 


A partnership with 
McDonald’s 


The couple didn’t want to deal with 
food service themselves, so they opted 
for a contractual arrangement. 

‘“We were fortunate to get the interest 
ofMcDonald’s,” said Themm. The fran- 
chise, owned by Tom Holka, offered a 
snack bar during Express hours only, 
until a few weeks ago. Now it offers 
drive-through service seven days a week, 
17 hours every day. 

Inside, McDonald’s serves snacks and 
drinks from three locations of the huge 
room, offering everything from nachos 
and pretzels to the traditional fast-food 
menu. The restaurant and drive-through 
provide about 25 jobs to the area. 


Themm and Malpass settled on the 
East Jordan area to build the Express 
for several reasons. The couple each 
maintain separate farms locally, 
Malpass, a native of East Jordan, has 
lived many places, but always came 
home to the area and family. When the 
parcel on M-66 became available, they 
thought it would be the ideal location, 

“It’ssomething for East Jordan,” saig 
Themm. “It brings people in from all 
over.” 

Though Themm had the dream ang 
the experience, he didn’tjust rely on his 
own ideas for a design. The te 
traveled, visiting dance halls and ni: 
clubs, talking to dancers and Count ry 
acts, to find out what ‘ 
consider important. 

After nearly two years of research, 
they began by making the location de- 
cision. Working with contractors, they 
developed the design, chose matenals, 
color scheme - every detail. Themm 
said the building is particularly well 
insulated, and a constant room tem- 
perature of 73 degrees is easily main- 
tained. Seating for 1,000 surrounds the 
floor on two levels. 

The floor is a special achievement. 
The thousands of oak slats were in- 
stalled over two-inch plywood, allow- 
ing flexibility and expansion that makes 
it beautiful to the step as well as the eye, 
From any pointin the room, itis evident 
the floor is perfectly aligned. Themm 
credited Dan Bailey of Eastport with 
the extraordinary work. 

The sound system, too, has drawn 
praise from traveling acts. 

“They all are used to getting a lot 
less,” said Malpass. “They are always 
surprised and really pleased when they 
find out what we have.” 

With so many superlatives, Jordan 
Valley Express may sound overwhelm- 
ing. But the room is comfortable, even, 
strangely enough, intimate. Themm and 
Malpass are always there, circulating 
the room, greeting guests, and solicil- 
ing suggestions. 

Finally, to make sure everyone who 
wants to can dance, they offer the ser- 
vices of instructor Lyn Ann Reid. 

“Sheis so patient,” said Themm, “‘and 
she has a real method. People that never 
danced are out there with the music in 
45 minutes.” 

It seems the owners of the Express 
have thought of everything. Yet Themm 
said there is still plenty to do to make 
the place even better. He is hoping 10 
attract more local customers. 

“I think people just don’t know whal 
they have here,” he said. “This is enter- 
tainment - it’s a fun place!”

Charlevoix Hospital meeting 


“This has been a momentous year in 
the history of Charleviox Area Hospi- 
tal. Not only is it our 75th anniversary, 
but we have also completed this beauti- 
ful and functional new facility, " said 
Charlevoix Area Hospital Board 
Chariman Norman Perkins, at the 
hospital's July 19 annual meeting. 

Approximately 30 people heard re- 
ports on the building program from 
Perkins and Richard L. Krueger, hospi- 
tal president. In addition, Treasurer John 
Buick reported total op- 
crating income for the 
hospital in fiscal year 
March 31, 1993 to March 
31, 1994 was $8,774,501. 
Wages, salaries and fees 
were $4,878,566, he said.

If you have a young child, itis acceptable to belt ‘em 
— place them in the protective belt of a child safety 
seat. In reality, that is the most loving and best thing 
you Can do to protect your child from death or serious 
injury. Parents worry constantly about childhood 
diseases and injuries from falls, as they should. How- 
ever, the leading cause of death and injury for Ameni- 
can children is traffic crashes. 

Car crashes cause more deaths and injuries than any 
childhood disease or other type of injury, according to 
the American Academy of Pediatrics. Trauma from 
traffic crashes is also a major cause of epilepsy and 
paraplegia in children. This is particularly true for 
children under age 5. 

In the four counties of Antrim, Charlevoix, Emmet, 
and Otsego, at least 25 children less than age 5 are 
injured annually in crashes. Car crashes injured 80 
youngsters under age 5 in those counties from 1989 to 
1991, 

These deaths and injuries could have been avoided 
if the youngsters were given the protection of a 
correctly used child safety seat. During a sudden stop, 
swerve, or crash, all occupants of a motor vehicle 
need protection from impact with the car’s interior. 

They also need to be restrained to prevent ejection 
from the vehicle. If they are not restrained, infants and 
children are thrown around the vehicle like flying 
missiles. In a 30-mph crash, a child may be thrown 
forward with a force equal to 20 times their weight. 
That is like falling from a three-story building. 

Young passengers are the most helpless. They are 
dangerously exposed to serious head injuries because 
they have disproportionately larger heads and softer 
underdeveloped bones. Remember children are not 
small adults; they are much more likely to be injured. 
In 1992 alone, the correct use of child safety seats 
saved 268 children under age 5, when 100 percent use 
could have prevented 450 deaths and 50,000 injuries. 

Child safety seats can be readily purchased or 
obtained on loan from sheriff departments or hospi- 
tals. Placing infants or toddlers in the safety seats is 
simple and safe as long as you follow the instructions. 

Many adults do not take the time to place young- 
sters in child seats especially on short trips. That is 
exactly when disaster 
could strike. Most fatal 
and injury crashes occur 
within 25 miles of home 
and at speeds of 40 mph 
or less. 

The most perplexing 
occurrence during child 
seat use observations was 
the sight of small chil- 
dren riding unrestrained, 
many standing or jump- 
ing, while the driver and 
other adults in the car 
were snug as bugs in lap 
and shoulder hamesses. 

Protect children’s lives, 
make sure they are safely 
restrained in child safety 
seats from birth to four, 
or lap and shoulder har- 
nesses ifolder. Make sure 
this happens every time 
they ride in a car, no mat-

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Hog farm case illustrates the importance of civilian input 


The case of a Macomb County hog 
farmer who allegedly discharged hog 
manure into the Belle River, thereby 
killing more than 1,000 fish, exempli- 
fies how people should report oddities 
to the appropriate officials, according 
to arecent press release from the Michi- 
gan Department of Natural Resources. 

The 1992 action originated from about 


a dozen calls from people who noticed 
dead fish in the river, the DNR said. 


“It is crucial when people observe 
something unusual in their environment, 
they notify the proper authorities,” said 
Martin Hendges, DNR environmental 
quality analyst. Hedges was part of the 
team that investigated the hog manure 


case. 

The hog farmer recently agrecd to 
pay more than $15,000 in penalties and 
fines and change his farming practices 
in an agreement with the DNR and the 
office of Michigan Attorney General 
Frank Kelley. 

Also inthe agreement, the hog farmer 
owned up to no liability. 


Of the dozen callers in the hog farm 
case, Hendges said, “Their calls en- 
abled DNR to find out what killed the 
fish and take steps 10 prevent it from 
happening again.”

Beetles control invasive plant 


As part of an effort to control 
purple loosestrife, a showy but 
invasive plant spreading through 
Michigan’s wetlands, the Michigan 
Department of Natural Resources 
released 5,000 leaf-eating beetles at 
three sites: the Shiawassee River 
State Game Area (near St. Charles), 
the Crow Island State Game Area 
(near Saginaw) and the Nayanquing 
Point Wildlife Area (nearLinwood), 

The European beetles have been 
shown to be highly selective for 
feeding on purple loosestrife rather 
than other plants. The natural inter- 
action of the leaf-eating beetles, 
along with other insects, effectively 
controls purple loosestrife outbreaks 
in Europe. The beetles attack the 
purple loosestrife by feeding on 
stems, flowers and leaves, which 
weakens the plants and allows com- 


peting native plants to thrive. 
Purple loosestrife is a peren- 
nial weuand plant native to Eu- 
rope and Asia. It was introduced 
to the United States in the early 
1800s and continues to spread. 
Purple loosestrife is easily identi- 
fied during July and August by its 
reddish-purple flowers on a long 
spike. It is often seen in roadside 
ditches as well as wetlands. 
Although the flowers are at- 
tractive to look at, what is done to 
wetlands is anything but pretty. 
Purple loosestrife plants have in- 
vaded thousands of acres of 
Michigan wetlands and degraded 
them by replacing the native cat- 
tails, bulrushes and other plants 
that wildlife use for food, shelter 
and nesting sites, and that fish use 
for spawning. Agricultural prob- 


lems caused by the plant include 
blockage of drainage ditches and 
reduction of wetland pasture, be- 
cause the plant is less palatable to 
livestock than native grasses and 
sedges. 

Attempts to control purple loos- 
estrife have included hand-pulling 
of plants, burning, discing, flooding 
and application of herbicides. Suc- 
cess has been very limited with these 
methods, which provide only amar- 
ginal level of control. 

“We must continue to seek natu- 
ral, biological controls,” said DNR 
Director Roland Harmes. ‘The lim- 
ited short-term effectiveness of her- 
bicides, along with the related envi- 
ronmental concerns and expense, 
underscores the need to explore ad- 
ditional alternative methods of pest 
management.”

The 
additional time must be approved by the IRS and if it 
is not, the taxpayer will generally be granted a 10-day 
grace period to file the completed Form 1040,” he 


said.

8. Bill Kurtz gave a presentation of plans for Day Park.

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Happy 50th Anniversary for G.I. Bill celebrated in June 


The SOth Anniversary of the G.I. Bill 
was Celebrated on June 22, 1994, by the 
U.S. Army and other military services. 
On that date in 1944, President Franklin 
Delano Roosevelt signed the original 
G.I. Bill. 

“This is avery historic occasion. Over 
the past 50 years, education benefits 
have become a prime enlistment incen- 
tive,” according to Lieutenant Colonel 
Richard E. Swisher Jr., commander of 
the Great Lakes Army Recruiting Bat- 


talion, headquartered in Lansing. 
“More than 20 million veterans have 
used the G.I. Bill since its inception. 
The present version, the Montgomery 
G.I. Bill is the most often cited reason 
for a young person joining the military. 
So far this fiscal year—since the first of 
last October—we have enlisted 2,551 
soldiers from Michigan who will re- 
ceive Montgomery G.I. Bill benefits. 
“In addition,” notes Swisher, “we have

enlisted 1,055 soldiers who qualified 
for the Montgomery G.I. Bill plus the 
Army College Fund, which offers up to 
$30,000 for (an) education.” 

The bill is named after its congres- 
sional sponsorship, Representative G.V. 
“Sonny” Montgomery of Mississippi, 
went into effecton July 1, 1985. The bill 
requires a contribution by the service 
member of $100 per month for the first 
12 months of service and pays back 


$10,500 for a two-year enlistment or 
$13,200 for three or four-year enlist- 
ments. 

The Army College fund is a value- 
added benefit, enhancing the basic G_I. 
Bill forthose enlisting inthe U.S. Army. 
The Montgomery G.I. Bill plus the Army 
College Fund pays $20,000 for a two- 
year Army enlistment, $25,000 forthree 
years and $30,000 fora four-year Army 
enlistment.
